Shimer Faculty 
Conference Held 

Serving as both an orientation for new 
faculty and as a close study of Shimer's 
academic enterprise, a faculty confer- 
ence was held on the campus during 
the first week in September. Members 
of the Board of Trustees were invited 
to participate in the conference. 

At six sessions held during the three 
days of meetings, faculty members pre- 
sented statements in which they des- 
cribed their particular areas of study. 
The statements, designed to acquaint 
those present with the workings of 
Shimer's program and to assess its 
strengths and weaknesses, were fol- 
lowed by general discussion. 

A dinner in McKee dining room at 
which President Akers welcomed the 
faculty, trustees and guests, opened 
the conference Wednesday evening, 
September 3. Dean of Faculty, Denis 
Cowan, spoke on, "The Idea of the 
College." 

Thursday's meeting began at 8:30 a.m. 
with T; Nelson Magill and Andrew F. H. 
Armstrong presenting "The Idea of the 
Humanities." At 10:30 "The Idea of the 
Natural Sciences" was the subject of a 
statement by Jack L. Goldman and DDn 
Moon. 

D. Eldridge McBride and Barbara 
Bowdery spoke on "The Idea of the 
Social Sciences" at Thursday's 1:30 
p.m. meeting, and at 3:30 "The Idea 
of Mathematics and of Foreign 
Language" was presented by Philip Mar- 
cus and Frederick Franck.

Old American 
Elm Damaged 
in Storm 

As more and more of Mt. Carroll's 
majestic old elm trees have succumbed 
to Dutch elm disease over the past 
few years, a fervent prayer of those 
who love the great American elm in 
front of Hostetter Hall has been, not 
"Woodman," but "Beetle, spare that 
tree." 

The possibility of its destruction 
by wind or lightning seemed remote 
and of little concern to most people. 

But on June 26, during a violent 
summer storm, the stately monarch 
of Shimer's Quad, under whose spread- 
ing branches countless generations of 
Shimerians have gathered for Com- 
mencement exercises, was severely 
damaged. Almost one third of the giant 
tree was broken from the main trunk, 
leaving bare the eastern section of the 
Quad which it had overhung like a 
canopy. 

Shimer maintenance men spent two 
days sawing up the fallen section and 
clearing away debris. Grounds Super- 
intendent Clarence Buchenau was op- 
timistic about the effect of the damage 
on the remainder of the tree. "I don't 
believe this will mean the ultimate 
death of the tree," he said. "We'll 
continue to give it the best care poss- 
ible and I feel confident it will sur- 
vive."

113 New Students 
Enrolled at Shimer 

Shimer College was officially opened 
to new students on Monday, September 
1, with returning students arriving a 
week later. There have been 113 new 
students admitted this year, a number 
of whom are early entrants. 

Intensive efforts are being directed 
toward student recruitment this year. 
The college now has a four man staff, 
including the new Director of Admis- 
sions, Mr. Frederic Shattuc, a highly 
skilled professional, and three men in 
the field, who visit schools, attend 
college nights, and speak with interest- 
ed students around the country, in ad- 
dition, Shimer will distribute new 
literature in many high schools and will 
attempt to recruit high caliber students 
from the group who have rated highly 
on National Merit Scholarship tests. 
Total enrollment this fall is 311. 
This number is expected to increase 
appreciably in the next few years.
